Tén Millionaires Charged With Cor- 
nering Meat Supply 


Chicago, Dec. 20.—The beef trust 


trial is on in earnest. After nine 
years of struggling and maneuvering 
the ten millionaire Chicago packers 
sharged with criminal violation of the 
Sherman anti-trust law yesterday af- 
ternoon faced a jury of twelve men 
who may vote to send them to prison 
for cornering the meat supply of the 
United States and fixing its price. 
'‘The jury which will try the packers 
was sworn in at noon. During the 
morning the attorneys for the gov- 
ernment picked their men for vacant 
places in the panel. 

The selection of the jury was com- 
pleted after ten days’ work, during 
which 147 veniremen were examined. 
After the jury had been sworn in 
Judge Carpenter adjourned court un- 
til 2 o’clock, when United States Dis- 
trict Atorney Wilkerson began his 
opening address to the jury.

rendering it invalid and useless. 
Russia took offense at the declara- 
tion that it had violated its “pact,” 
and in offering his resolution to the 
senate, Lodge couched it in formal, 
diplomatic language, enlarged on 
changed conditions in both countries 
which render the treaty obsolete, and 
omitted all reference to violations by 
either party to the contract. This 
resolution followed closely the text of 
the formal notice sent by President 
Taft to the Russian foreign office. 
Representative Sulzer previously 
had stated he had no objection to the 
elimination of the objectionable por- 
tions of his resolution. 
The provisions of the 
1832, 


treaty of 
over which the contest has 
arisen, include a clause that inhabi- 
tants of either country “shall be at 
liberty to sojourn and reside in all 
parts whatsoever of said territories, 
in order to attend to their affairs, and 
shall enjoy the same security and pro- 
tection as natives of the country 
wherein they reside, on condition ot 
their submitting to the laws and ordi- 
nances there prevailing.” 

With the senate’s action the Rus- 
sian situation has assumed a quieter 
phase so far as the executive branch 
of the government is concerned. 

Press dispatches from St. Peters- 
burg indicate that an answer has been 
handed to Ambassador Guild, and 
the contents of the Russian note, as 
outlined in the dispatches, are per- 
haps somewhat disappointing in that 
they convey no response to the dfTrect 
statement by Secretary Knox that 
America stands ready to open nego- 
tiations immediately for a new treaty. 


House Passes Senate Resolution 

Washington, Dec. 21.—The final 
act in the procedure of the United 
States to abrogate the treaty of 1832 
with Russia was taken when the house 
of representatives, following the lead 
of the senate, upheld the initiative 
taken by President Taft in the matter 
and unanimously passed the senate 
sesolution declaring the convention 
void. 

Steps will now be taken through 
diplomatic channels to approach Rus- 
sia in an endeavor to lay the founda- 
tion for the enactment of a new treaty 
which shall be responsive to all mod- 
ern demands and under which Jewish 
citizens of the United States shall be 
accorded the same passport privileges 
by Russia as all other Americans en- 
| foy..

Dedham, Mass., Dec. 21.—Henry 
A Sharp of Norfolk pleaded guilty to

Charge of Government In Suit Against 
Watch Case Company 

Philadelphia, Dec. 21.—The federal 
government filed in the United States 
circuit court a suit against the Key- 
stone Watch Case company, a Penn- | 
sylvania corporation, declaring it an 
unlawful combination in violation of 
the Sherman anti-trust act, and ask- 
ing that it be restrained from carry- 
ing on an alleged monopoly in the 
manufacture and sale of watch cases. 

The government declares that the 
company now “manufactures and sells 
80 percent of all watch cases manu- 
factured and sold in the United 
States” and that it is the “intent and 
purpose of the defendant that the 
company shall monopolize the re- 
mainder of the trade and commerce.” 


MORSE MUST STAY 
IN FEDERAL HOSPITAL 


Condition Not Serious Enough 
to Warrant a Parole 


Washington, Dec. 20.—President 
Taft and Attorney General Wicker- 
sham say that for the present no 
further action will be taken by the 
government in the case of Charles W. 
Morse. Morse is not in a critical 
condition and will remain in the army 
hospital at Fort McPherson, near At- 
lanta, where he was removed from 
the Atlanta penitentiary. 

No aplication for a commutation of 
sentence will be considered by the 
president or Wickersham unless the 
condition of Morse grows materially 
worse. A parole has never been un- 
der consideration. Officials point out 
that the department of justice has 
been most lenient in its handling of 
Morse since it became known that he 
was very ill

Prison Guard In Springfield Institution 
Is Wounded _ 

Springfield, Mass., Dec. 21.—Iin 
checking an attempt at what is be- 
lieved to have been intended for a 
wholesale jail delivery, Jeremiah 
Shea, a guard at the Hampden county 
jail in this city, was shot in the leg.

Among the prisoners confined in the 
jail are Bertram G. Spencer, recently 
convicted of murder in the first de- 
gree for the killing of Miss Martha B.

WAS AUTHOR AN AND DIPLOMAT

| Career Always of Unfailing Service to 
His Country and World In General 
—Even at Ninety-Four Years of 
Age Had Displayed Great Vitality 
and Mental Keenness and Partici- 
pated In Public Functions 


New York, Dec. 20.—The funéral 
of John Bigelow, the venerable diplo- 
mat and author, who died at his home 
George’s 
| episcopal church, this city, and the 

body will be taken for burial to High- 

jland Falls, where Bigelow will lie be- 
side his wife, who died nearly thirty 
years ago. 

On Saturday Bigelow suffered a re- 

turn of an ailment incident to ad- 
vanced age, which laid him low last 
June at his summer home in High- 
land Falls. For more than two days 
| he suffered intense pain, ebut eight or 
ten hours before death came a partial 
' paralysis of the senses and for several 
hours he lay smiling at those about 
j bim, but unable to speak. 
| At the bedside were two of his four 
children, Major Bigelow and Miss 
‘Gacce Bigelow, and his granddaugh- 
‘ter, Miss Charlotte Harding. 

| Although 94, Bigelow had displayed 
| almost to the day of his death amaz- 
‘ing vitality and mental keenness. He 
| had kept thcroughly abreast of cur- 
rent events and recently taken part in 
; Many public functions. 

John Bigelow, “America’s grand 
old man,” was born in Malden, N. 
Y., on Nov. 25, 1817. Every year of 
his life was filled with action. When 
asked at one time what he consid-— 
ered his favorite word, he replied: 
“Work.” 

A conspicuous figure in the anti- 
slavery contest, a convincing journal- 
ist, minister to France throughout 
the troublous times of the Civil war, 
friend and biographer of Tiiden, 
president of the board of libraries, 
litterateur, man of the world; his 
career was one always of unfailing 
service to his country and the world in 
general. 

Mr. Bigelow was graduated from 
Union college in 1835, and was ad- 
mitted to the bar in 1839. He became 
inspector of Sing Sing prison, 1845- 
46, and in 1849 he obtained an inter- 
est in the New York Evening Post, 
associating himself in his editorial 
duties with William Cullen Bryant. 
He relinquished his editorial work in 
1861 to become United States consu! 
at Paris, stepping from that position 
in 1864 to become monoster to France, 
as which he continued until 1867. 

Returning to New York he again 
interested himself in politics and in 
1875 became chairman of Governor 
Tilden’s canal investigation commis- 
sion, becoming secretary of state of 
New York the same year and continu- 
ing for two years. . 

Mr. Bigelow was executor and trus- 
tee of the late Samuel J. Tilden, 
president of the board of trustees of 
the New York public library, trustee 
of the Metropolitan museum of art, 
president of the Tilden trust, honor- 
ary member of the Massachusetts His- 
torical society and member of the 
American academy of arts and letters. 

One of the first to be notified of 
| Bigelow’ s death was Andrew Carne- 
| gie, whose birthday, Nov. 25, coin- 
| cided with that of the aged diplomat. 

The two were close friends. 


TRUST MEAT IS BARRED 


Great Britain Will Not Accept It For 
Army or Navy 

London, Dec. 17.—The_ British 
| government has decided to exclude all 
the American meat packers against 
whom prosecutions have been insti- 
tuted in the United States from ten- 
dering for contracts for the supply of 
meats to the British. army and navy, 
pending the settlement of the suit. 

The decision of the government is 
due to the opposition of labor and ad- 
vanced Radical members of parlia- 
ment to the American trusts. The 
contracts given out by the war office 
which had hitherto been secured by 
American firms are now expected to 
go to Argentina meat packers.

$3,769,562,000, according to the final 
estimate announced by the depart- 
ment of agriculture.

“Another lesson of the McNamara 
case is that the false doctrine that 
there is irreconcilable antagonism 
between capital and labor has been 
allowed to gain a dangerous head- 
way in this country. The Me- 
Namaras could have had no sympathy 
and support if some of their fellow- 
workers had not been taught to re- 
gard their employers as their natural 
enemies. This un-American delusion 
is held, I am sure, only by a very 
small part of our people. It ought 
to be rejected by all. 

“The true relation of employers 
and employes in every legitimate 
industry is one of frank independ- 
emce. Each has a duty to treat the 
other with honesty and fairness, in 
the spirit of the Golden Rule. If 
either fails, this does not justify the 
other in forgetting his solemn obli- 
gation. The confession and fate, of 
the McNamaras may well help to 
awaken both capital and labor to a 
deeper sense of what their mutual] 
obligation really means.”

New 54-Hour Law and Its 
Effect on Andover Busiuess 
| The new 54-hour law relative to 
the employment of women and 
minors in manufacturing concerns, 
wiich goés into effect January first, 
is of considerable interest to Ando- 
ver. inasmuch as it will affect the 
running time of the local manufac- 
turing plants.

| Relative to the hours of employ- 
ment of women and minors in manu- 
facturing and mechanical establish- 
ments. 

Section 48. No child under eight- 
een years of age and no woman shall 
be employed in laboring in a manu- 
facturing or mechanical establish- 
ment more than ten hours in any one 
day, except as hereinafter provided 
in this section, unless a different ap- 
portionment of the hours of labor is 
made for the sole purpose of making 
a shorter day’s work for one day of 
the week; and in no case shall the 
hours of ‘labor exceed fifty-four 
in a week, except that in any such 
establishment where the employment 
is by seasons, the number of such 
hours in any week may exceed fifty- 
four, but not fifty-eight, provided 
that the total number of such hours 
in any year shall not exceed an aver- 
age of fifty-four hours a week for 
the whole year, excluding Sundays 
and holidays. Every employer shall 
post in a conspicuous place in every 
room in which such persons are em- 
ployed a printed notice stating the 
number of hours’ work required of 
them on each day of the week, the 
hours of commencing and stopping 
work, and the hours when the time 
allowed for meals begins and ends 
or, in the case of establishments ex 
empted from the provisions of sec- 

fens thirty-six and thirty-seven, the 
| time, if any, allowed for meals. The 
; printed forms of such notices shal! 
| be provided by the chief of the dis- 
_trict police, after approval by the 
j attorney-general. The employment 
| of such person at any time other 
| than as stated in said printed notice

The little book I got as my 
Thanksgiving gift from my spiritual 
advisor gives the opinions of half a 
dozen great men of science on some 
modern views as to health and dis- 
ease. One of these celebrated medi 
cal men says truly that it is just as 
natural to die as it is to be born, and 
that a healthy death gives little pain. 
Surely that doctor has a_ good, 
healthy hobby. In the chapter on 
Longevity, where one hundred years 
is said to be what a healthy person 
using proper precautions can rea- 
sonably hope to live, the writer says 
that those who have a hobby are 
likely to live longer than those who 
have no hobby. What are hobbies? 
It is a difficult matter to say, as there

A Novel Birth Certificate 


Since the Old-Age Pensions Act 
has been in operation in England, 
says a writer in the November 
“Strand Magazine,” there has been 
a great search for birth certificates, 
in order to enable those entitled to 
its benefits to claim their pensions. 
As the registration of births, more 
than seventy years ago, was not car- 
ried out as now, there has been a 


dificulty in many cases in proving 
the age of the applicants, and in one 
instance at least a certificate of an 
exceedingly novel character was pre- 
sented. At any rate, the local pen- 
sions officer said he had never come 
across one like it, and he was quite 
prepared to take it as a proof of the 
age of the applicant. When a child 
was born in this particular family a 
clear glass bottle was procured and 
partly filled with salt; then the letters 
aud figures forming the names of the 
child and date of birth were cut out 
of a,newspaper and placed inside the 
bottle, being put in their correct 
position with a piece of wire, and 
then more salt was carefully added 
to keep them in place. Sprays of 
flowers and other ornamental de- 
signs, cut from cretonne, were also 
tastefully arranged around the inside 
of the bottle, and then the whole 
was tightly packed with salt, and 
corked and sealed. It was then 
placed in a-.prominent position on 
the dresser or in a corner cupboard, 
where it has been for more than 
seventy years. The white salt shows 
up the letters and ornaments in re- 
lief, and the whole effect is novel 
and pleasing.

machinery for less than thirty con- 
secutive minutes shall justify such 
overtime employment, nor shall such 
overtime employment be authorized 
until a written report of the day and 
hour of its occurrence and its dura- 
tion is sent to the chief of the dis- 
trict police or to an inspector of fac- 
tories and public buildings. 

Section 49. A parent or guardian 
who permits a minor under his con- 
trol to be employed in violation of 


-either of the two preceding sections, 


and any person who, either for him- 
self or as superintendent, overseer 
or agent for another, employs any 
person in violation of the provisions 
of either of said sections, or fails to 
post the notice required by either 
of the preceding sections, or makes a 
false report of the stopping of ma- 
chinery under the provisions of the 
preceding ,section, shall be punished 
by a fine of not less than fifty nor 
more than one hundred dollars. A 
certificate of the age of a minor 
made and sworn to by him and by 
his parent or guardian at the time of 
his employment in a_ mercantile,- 
manufacturing or mechanical estab- 
lishment shall be prima facie evi- 
dence of his age in any prosecution 
under the provisions of this section. 
Also- Acts of 1911, Chapter 229. 
Relative to the employment of 
women in mercantile, manufacturing 
and mechanical establishments. 
_ Section 1. No woman shall know- 
ingly be employed in laboring in a 


mercantile, manufacturing or me- 
chanical establishment within two 
weeks before or four weeks after 
child-birth. 


Section 2. The foregoing section 
shall be included in the notice with 
regard to the employment of women 
now required to be posted in mer- 
cantile, manufacturing and mechani- 
cal establishments, and the provisions 
thereof shall be enforced by the dis- 
trict police, 

Section 3. Violations of section 
one of this act shall be punished by 
a fine not exceeding one hundred 
dollars. 

Section 4. This act shall take ef- 
fect on the first day of January, nine- 
teen hundred and twelve. (Approved 
March 31, I9QII. 

This form of notice is the form ap- 
proved by the Attorney-General, as 
above required, and must be filled 
out, posted in a conspicuous place 
and complied with.

No Hope for Elopements 

Andover has never been notorious 
for sudden, unpremeditated elope- 
ments, by which are effected the 
union of young men and maidens 
sans parental concent. That she 
never will become notorious in that 
respect is now assured by the act re- 
cently passed in regard to the notices 
of marriage intentions, and which 
goes into effect the first of January. 
This act, which declares that al 
persons intending to be joined in 
marriage must declare their -inten- 
tions in the office of the town or city 
clerk not less than five days before 
their marriage, precludes the possi- 
bility of elopements or an unusually 


hast marriage. 

The amendment relating to the 

declarations reads as follows: 
[Cuap. 736] 

An ACT RELATIVE TO THE NOTICE 06 


INTENTION OF MARRIAGE 
Be it enacted, etc., as follows: 

Section 1. Section sixteen of chap- 
ter one hundred and fifty-one of the Re- 
vised Laws is hereby amended by  in- 
serting after the word “shall”, in the 
second line, the words:—not less than 
five days,—so as to read as follows :— 
Section 16. Persons who intend to be 
joined in marriage in this commonwealth 
shall, not less than five days before their 
marriage, cause notice of their intention 
to be entered in the office of the clerk 
or registrar of the city or town in which 
they respectively dwell, or, if they do 
not dwell within the commonwealth, in 
the office of the clerk or registrar of the 
city or town in which they propose to 
have the marriage solemnized. 

Section 7. This act shall take effect 
on the first day of January, nineteen 
hundred and twelve. [Approved July 19, 
1g1l, 


Novel Electric Signs 


A great many of the electric signs 
now being installed are of the mov- 
ing type. Walk down most any city 
street after dark and you will see 
many illuminated signs of very novel 
and interesting design. Here a long 
red and blue snake seems to be 
wriggling from the street to the top 
of a building. On the other side a 
wheel is rapidly revolving; below it 
yellow smoke is issuing in_ clouds 
from a huge brown cigar. There is 
also a large theatre sign which sud- 
denly flashes into view only to dis- 
appear after an interval long enough 
to read it, A large sign on a de- 
partment store comes into view in 
in sections, the blue border first, the 
words to the ad. in white and last 
the firm’s name in bright, red letters. 
In front of a moving picture theatre 
the bill is announced in a big sign 
which spells the words letter by let- 
ter. 

It is quite puzzling to the ordinary 
pedestrian to explain the wonderful 
light effects. It is apparent that the 
light is obtained from electricity, but 
this is about all that is understood. 
In such signs, where a snake seems 
to be wriggling along, a cat chases 
a rat, words that spell themselves 


letter by letter, and in all other sim-: 


ilar signs, the effect is produced by 
a mechanical device called a “flasher” 
which lights the tiny electric sign 
lamps in the order required to pro- 
duce the effect. This flasher is 
driven by a tiny motor. 

The flasher is made up of a num- 
ber of fingers, and each finger drops 
in its turn upon a metal plate that is 
electrically connected with a certain 
letter or series of letters, or in the 
case of the snake or rat chasers, with 
certain bulbs: The flasher is driven 
rapidly and in this way the snake 
can be appeeded. around its...course. 
very swiftly. here the only effect 


desired is a sign in which one letter 
is illuminated at a time the flasher

A Railway Ticket, a Controversy and 
a Delayed Train. 

In an account of the duchy of Teck 
and its inhabitants by the Rev. S. Bar- 
ing-Gould an amusing experience ts 
thus described by the author: 

“We are wont. we Englishmen, to 
grumble at red tapism, but witb us it 
does not go beyond the government 
offices. In Germany it is everywhere. 
I had an instance of it between Ober 
Lenningen and Owen. | bad asked at 
the former place for a third class 
ticket to Owen and had stepped into 
a third class carriage. On these branch 
lines nearly every one travels fourth. 
I counted twelve compartments fourth, 
nine this§@ and three second. There 
was no first class compartment. Be- 
fore reaching the next station—in fact, 
a mile from Ober Lenningen—the in- 
spector came round. 

“‘Hah, you have a fourth class 
ticket and are in a third class com- 
partment! The fine is 6 marks.’ 

“I explained and offered at once to 
pass into an inferior carriage or pay 
the difference. 

“That will not do. You have. in- 
fringed the law and must pay 6 marks.’ 

“I get out at Owen and will explain 
matters to the station master. 

“I did so 

“The fine is 6 marks,’ said this lat- 
ter peremptorily. . 

“‘But,’ said I, ‘Il demanded a third 
class ticket and was given one for 
which I had not asked. This was an 
oversight of the clerk.’ 

“‘You should have examined your 
ticket.’

“Before we left Compiegne at the 
conclusion of our visit at the court of 
Napoleon III.." writes Mme. de Heger- 
mann-Lindencrone in Harper's, “when 
we were taking our morning tea we 
were interrupted by the coming in of 
the major domo, who handed us a pa- 
per.
